THE Queen’s four children shared their grief with 


her people last night as they kept vigil for her. 
King Charles and his three siblings stood silently 
beside her coffin at Westminster Hall while mourners 
continued to file past it to pay their respects. 
Members of the public who had queued for hours to see the 
Queen lying in state were incredulous as they witnessed the 


four royals enter the historic building. 


Mary Mansfield, 58, said: “It 
lege to share that moment 
with the Royal Family. 

Mary, of Shooters Hill, South 
London, who was with her son 
and daughter, said: “Everyone 
was so quiet and respectful. 

“Seeing him in the flesh and 
how he has handled the loss 
of his mother, I can see he’s 
going to be a great King.” 

Stephen Parker, 61, aimed to 
time his 12-hour queue with 
wife Katharine, 60, to be in 
the grand hall for the vigil. 

The IT commercial manager, 
from Warwick, _ said: “We 
entered at 7.42pm and _ stood 
on the steps for the best view 
of the King coming in a few 
minutes later. It couldn’t have 
gone more perfectly.” 

With sorrow etched across 
his face, King Charles led his 
brothers and sister to stand by 
the Queen’s catafalque. 

All four walked three steps 
up the scarlet platform with 
eyes fixed on the coffin after 
arriving by car from Bucking- 
ham Palace at 7.45pm. 

They then turned to guard 
their mother with King Charles 
facing to the north, Prince 
Andrew, south, Princes Anne, 
east and Prince Edward, west. 

The four — all in ceremonial 
military uniform — stood heads 
bowed, hands clasped and eyes 
looking down, deep in thought. 

They remained next to their 
mother’s coffin for 15 minutes. 

Mourners bowed their heads 
and said quiet prayers as the 
Queen's children delivered 
their poignant public display 
of respect. 

Just the briefest cry from a 
baby broke the silence in the 
1,000-year-old hall. 

King Charles, 73, was in his 
Royal Navy Ceremonial Dress 
and the Princess Royal, 72, 
was resplendent in her Blues 
& Royal uniform. 

Prince Edward, 58, was in 
his Blues Uniform with the 
rank of Honorary Royal Colonel 
of the Royal Wessex Yeomanry.

Prince Andrew, 62, wore his 
Vice Admiral uniform, after 
being given special permission 
by the King to wear it as a 
“mark of respect” to the Queen.

A MAN rushed _ towards_ the 
Queen’s coffin and grabbed the 
flag last night as shocked mourn- 
ers looked on. 

Police in Westminster Hall wres- 
tled him to the ground as more 
officers rushed in. They quickly 
carried him out of sight. Live 
streams of the coffin cut out for 
around 15 minutes. 

One witness told The Sun: “We 
heard someone shriek. Someone 
got up to the coffin, grabbed the 
lag and pulled it upwards. 

“They picked up the bottom and 
wafted it, almost to see what was 
underneath. It happened so fast.” 

The mourner said members of 
the public were “hysterically cry- 
ing” and “shaking”. 

Another witness, Tracey Holland, 
said: “Some person decided they 
were going to push my [seven- 
year-old niece] out the way, run up 
to the coffin, lift up the standard 
and try to do I don’t know what.” 

She added: “Terrible, absolutely 
terrible, so disrespectful and 
unbelievable. And this poor little 
seven-year-old child, this is her 
lasting memory of the Queen.”

Earlier he told how he wanted 
to pay tribute for his grandpar- 
ents, who were staunch royalists. 

Smartly dressed in a _ black 
three-piece suit and flat cap, the 
East Londoner said: “I grew up 
in a household of royalists and I 
was brought up that way. 

“If my randparents would 
have been fers today I know 
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they would have wanted to be 
here. So I’m here on behalf of 
my family and also to celebrate 
with everybody else.” 

Becks, who met the Queen 
several times during his career, 
went on: “I was always very 
lucky. To represent my country, 
to be captain of my country.

She tweeted: “I have just expe- 
rienced a moment in history — 
witnessing the Queen lying in 
state in Westminster Hall. At 
once majestic and peaceful.” 

She added: “If you are plan- 
ning to queue here are our tips. 


We joined at 1.23pm near Butlers 
Wharf and entered Westminster 
Hall at 843pm -— 7 hours 20 
mins. Wear the comfiest shoes 
you own. Go with someone if you 
can, although everyone in the 
queue was friendly. 

“Don’t carry too much in a bag 
— water is freely available and 
there are lots of cafes along the 
route. Also plenty of toilets.” 

Her ITV colleagues Holly 
Willoughby and Phillip Schofield 
from This Morning also paid 
their respects yesterday. 

However they entered the hall 
as working journalists so avoided 
a lengthy queuing time. 

Politicians seen paying their 
respects yesterday included New 
Zealand Prime Minister Jacinda 
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Ardern, who will be attending 
Monday’s state funeral. 

Also there was war hero John- 
son Beharry, who saved his 
comrades’ lives in Iraq in 2004. 

The Victoria Cross winner, at 
Westminster with his wife Mal- 
issa, said the Queen was a per- 
fect role model.

KING Charles is “concerned” 
for struggling people facing 
a difficult winter, the Welsh 
First Minister has said. 

In what appeared to be 
his first political comments 
since ascending to _ the 
throne, the new monarch 
said he was worried about 
how many would cope with 
the cost of living crisis. 

Labour’s Mark Drakeford, 
who met the King in Cardiff 
yesterday, told TalkTV the 
former Prince of Wales had 
always been interested in 
issues affecting the nation. 

But in comments which 
will raise concerns about 
Charles straying into politics, 
Mr Draketordl said: “He 
mentioned the cost of living 
crisis and how that will 
impact | on people in Wales.

Mr Drakeford, a republi- 
can since his teenage years, 
also said there was a

He ended with a reference to the 
motto of his former title, saying: “I 


am resolved to honour that selfless 
example, in the spirit of the words 
by which I have always tried to live 
my own life: Ich Dien, I Serve.” 

Charles and Queen Consort Cam- 
illa arrived at Pontcanna Fields by 
helicopter at 11.15am -— welcomed 
with a 2l-gun salute fired by 104 
Regiment Royal Artillery.

It has been held by 21 heirs to 
the throne, although there have 
been long periods when the title 
was not used at all. 

Charles became the first member 
of the royal family to have a resi- 
dence in Wales when he bought 
Llwynywermod, a 192-acre estate in

The Department for Digital, Cul- 
ture and Media announced at 10am 
yesterday that organisers could not 
take any more people at Southwark 
Park, the start of the queue. 

But stewards took more than an 
hour to stop people entering the 
park — causing a second line to 
form outside the gates. Queuing 
officially resumed again at 5.05pm. 

Among those left stranded was 
retired firefighter Phil Clarke, who 
had got up at 5.30am to travel to 
London from Church _ Stretton, 


Shropshire. The married dad of 
two, 65, said: “I’m just going to 
wait for as long as it takes. 

“What’s ten or 12 hours? That’s 
nothing compared to 70 years of 
service the Queen gave us. 

“I understand why they shut the 
queue but I’ve nowhere else to go 
so I will just be patient. 

“Seeing the Queen is a one-off 
opportunity and a chance of a life- 
time. I’m retired so I am able to do 
it. So I thought, ‘Why not?’.” 

Dave and Deborah Haries were 
also prevented from joining the 
queue for almost an hour. 

The ex-soldier, 33, and his wife, 
32, left their home in Doncaster, 
South Yorks, at 4am and drove to 
the capital with 1l-month-old baby 
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Isaac and daughters Brooklyn, six, 
and Kiera, 12. Dave said: “We 
wanted to pay our respects as a 
family. I was in the military for 
nine years so it means a little bit 
more to me. 

“We wanted the kids to come so 
they would understand what’s going 
on and remember it. 

“We spoke to their school to get 
the day off and they were great.” 

Deborah added they hoped baby 
Isaac would sleep through most of 
the queuing while the girls had 
iPads and packs of crisps. 

Helena Larsen, 76, from Chertsey, 
Surrey, said she was prepared to 
wait despite trying to recover from 
a back injury. She added: “We have 
literally just got here and they have 


shut it in front of us. I fractured 
my back a few months ago. It’s a 
long walk, even down to here.” 

Late yesterday afternoon DCMS 
officials issued a new warning that 
the expected queuing time was now 
24 hours and it could be paused 
again if it reached capacity. 

But nothing was going to deter 
the human tide weaving its way 
through the heart of London.

HUNDREDS of _ thou- 
sands of people are 
expected to line the 
roads as the Queen 


makes her last journey 
from London to Windsor 
Castle on Monday. 


The final details of the 
route were revealed yester- 
day — chosen to maximise 


the chance for well-wishers 
to bid Her Majesty farewell. 

Almost 15,000 officers will be 
involved in policing the funeral 
— in what has been called 
Britain’s biggest security opera- 
tion in history. 

After the state funeral, the 
Queen’s coffin will be drawn on 
a gun carriage by Navy sailors 
from Westminster Abbey to 
Wellington Arch, on Hyde Park 
Corner. There, it will be lifted 
into the royal hearse to journey 
to Windsor Castle. 

A Buckingham Palace source 
yesterday told The Sun: “The 
route was planned with the 
public in mind.” 

Instead of taking the M4, 
which would have been the 
speediest route, the coffin will 
travel at 12mph along A-roads 
west from London to 
Berkshire. Teams 
of cleaners have 
worked through the 
night and over the 


past 386 hours to 
prepare the route 
by picking up 


litter, cutting verges 
and jet-washing the 
roads. 

The hearse will 
first travel through 
Knightsbridge on 
the Cromwell Road 
— past Harrods, the 
Victoria and Albert 
Museum and the 
History Museum. It will then

About 10,500 Met Police offi- 
cers will be on duty in London, 
supported by 2,000 colleagues 
from almost every other force. 

More than 2,000 Thames 
Valley officers will also be 
present at Windsor. 

Details about the huge scale 
of the operation emerged yes- 
terday as police geared up to 
the task of protecting world 
leaders, hundreds of VIPs and 
millions of mourners. 

Met Deputy Assistant Com- 
missioner Stuart Cundy said: 
“As a single event, this is larger 
than the 2012 Olympics, it is 
larger than the Platinum Jubi- 
lee. The range of officers, police 
staff and all those supporting 
the operation is truly immense.” 

Mr Cundy said the funeral 
would be the Met’s biggest ever 
global security operation — with 
US President Joe Biden among 
world leaders visiting. 

Mr Biden is expected to fly 
into the UK today. 

Tomorrow, he will meet Liz 
Truss for their first face-to-face 
chat since she became PM. 

The Met has drawn up con- 
tingency plans to deal with 
threats including terror attacks, 
crowd crushing and criminals 
looking to exploit mourners.

TO the very end, Her Maj-

Boris — who sources say made 
the Queen laugh during their final 
encounter — said: “It was a pretty 
emotional time.” 

Official pictures of the meeting 
which followed with Ms _ Truss 
showed the Queen looking very 
frail, and leaning on a_ walking 
stick, but smiling. To the great 
sadness of the nation, two days 
later the monarch passed away.

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Biggest 
respects 
in ‘tiniest 
chapel

ONE of Britain’s smallest 
churches — with room for 
just six worshippers — is 
a big draw for those 
wanting to pay their 
respects to the Queen. 

St Trillo’s Chapel is 
just lift long and 8ft 
wide but mourners have 
flocked to the stone 
building since her Her 
Majesty’s death was 
announced last week. 

It is a world away from 
the grandeur of West- 
minster Abbey, where the 
Queen’s funeral will be 
held on Monday. 

But warden Gordon 
Jones said: “The chapel is 
open daily and in there 
we have two commemo- 
rative prayers for Queen 
Elizabeth on the altar. 

“We also have a notice- 
board with prayer slips 
and people have been 
filling those out and pin- 
ning them to the notice- 
board in her memory. 

“There are also candles 
available that people can 
light for her.” 

The church, in Rhos- 
on-Sea, Conwy, is said to 
have been built of wood 
and wattle in the sixth 
century by St Trillo, who 
chose a site above a well. 

St Trillo came from 
Brittany as a missionary 
and is thought to have 
lived as a hermit on the 
church site. 

The current building, 
described as looking like 
a stone shed, was put up 
in the 16th century. 

Its spring has been 
used for generations for 
baptisms and healings.

CONTRARY to the belief popular abroad, 
Brits don’t “love” to queue. 


Ordinarily we just accept it as a fact of 
life. Ours is a nation with a heightened 
sense of fair play. When demand for a 
product or service exceeds supply, an 
orderly, well-observed queue seems to 
us not just natural and inevitable but 
the only decent and proper course. 

What’s the alternative? A scrum? 
Priority for the pushiest? No thanks. 

Which brings us to The Queue — that 
triumph of Britishness over brutishness. 

We have written before how well this 
“Elizabeth Line” to see Her Majesty 
lying in state reflects our modern coun- 
try, with mourners of all races, creeds 
and ages ... even teens not supposedly 
keen on hereditary monarchies.

We congratulate the civil service, the 
Army, police, fire brigade, stewards and 
paramedics. With the world watching, 
they have performed admirably. 

In the good-natured and civilised 
environment which has resulted, friend- 
ships are being made in an instant by 
people who would never dare strike up 
a random conversation on the Tube. 

Despite the sneering from the Left, 
these queuers represent the vast major- 
ity of us. They are Royal fans, proud of 
their country, determined and united 
for a few hours in a common endeavour. 

For 70 years the Queen provided us all 
with stability in a turbulent world. Until 
now there was little or no opportunity to 
thank her. Thousands are craving a few 
solemn, tranquil, unforgettable moments 
to do just that in Westminster Hall.

Clues to 


oceans in 
driveway 
meteorite

EXTRA-terrestrial water 
has been found for the 
first time in a meteorite 
which landed in the UK. 

Experts say the Illb 
chunk from outer space 
holds clues about where 
our oceans came from. 

It was unlikely to be 
contaminated as it was 
retrieved soon after it fell 
on a family’s driveway in 
Winchcombe, Gloucs, in 
February last year. 

Natural History Mus- 
eum expert Ashley King 
told the British Science 
Festival that 12 per cent 
of the sample was water. 

He added that it was 
“very, very similar to the 
composition of water in 
the Earth’s oceans”. 

The festival in Leicester 
heard the meteorite was 
believed to have come 
from an _ asteroid near 
Jupiter, with its trip tak- 
ing about 300,000 years. 

It adds weight to the 
idea that water on Earth 
came from asteroids 
rather than ice in comets.

ing out wildly, stabbing a 
male PC three times in the 
neck and once in the chest. 

Both officers were taken 
to hospital from the scene 
in London’s West End. 

Police ruled out any 
connection with terrorism or 
the Queen’s death. 

Phone footage of the 6am 
incident showed the barefoot 
suspect, in his 20s, lunging 
at the officers. 

More police arrived and 
fired Tasers but the sus- 
pect’s thick jacket is thought 
to have absorbed most of 
the 50,000-volt charge. He 


sent two officers flying 
before the passer-by picked 
up a bicycle and crashed it 
down on the man’s head. 

Footage showed the shirt- 
less male officer with blood 
pouring from his neck. 

A colleague tried to stem 
the flow with his hand. 

The two officers had earlier 
been helping a woman who 
collapsed after being spiked 
with drugs at a club. 


The suspect had been 
behaving erratically in 
Leicester Square. 

A witness said: “Police 


were searching him when 


he pulled out a knife and 
stabbed the woman officer. 

“He was Tasered and fell 
but then he leapt up and 
grabbed a knife and started 
going berserk. 

“The man_ stabbed and 
slashed one male officer in 
the neck as other police 
were firing Tasers and 
hitting him with batons. 

“But it didn’t seem to do 
any good. It was like he had 
super-human strength.” 

Another witness added: “I 
ran into the street and saw 
the man on the ground with 
lots of Taser wires coming

out of him. He was shouting 


and still seemed to be 
struggling as police were 
holding him down. 

“Within minutes there 


were hundreds of police.” 
A knife was _ recovered 
and the suspect arrested on 
suspicion of grievous bodily 
harm and assaulting an 
emergency services worker. 
He was later discharged 
from hospital into custody. 
The Met said the officers 
had put their own welfare 
at risk to protect others. 
Ken Marsh, chairman of 
the Met Police Federation, 
added: “Yet again, we see 
the brave actions of officers 
running towards danger and 
not away from it.”

CHILDREN as young as 
six will be sent off in 
football matches from 
this weekend if they 
deliberately head the ball 
to prevent a goal. 

The FA has sent fresh 
guidelines to grassroots 
teams trialling its new 
safety initiative aimed at 
reducing brain damage. 

The pilot project will 
stop kids in teams from 
under-12s downwards 
from heading the ball in 
training and matches. 

Refs will give players 
who deliberately head the 
ball a red or yellow card 
in certain circumstances. 

Some grassroots coaches 
fear curbs on heading 
will ruin the game. 

Mike Statham, an U12s 
coach for Hessle FC in 
Hull, said it will encour- 
age teams to play “long 
balls over the top  be- 
cause they know they can 
no longer be defended”.

BLOKES who gamble on 
horses tend to be brain- 
ier than those who do 


not, research shows. 

A study of nearly 15,500 
British male punters found 
horseracing enthusiasts had 
a higher than average IQ. 

Experts claim they often make 
complex decisions — unlike other 
wagers, such as the lottery or 
slot machines. 

For each step up on the IQ 
scale, punters spent around 21 
per cent more on _ horseracing, 
around £800, researchers found. 


The study shows intelligent 
people prefer more complex 
punts such as_ accumulators, 


with only 19 per cent of bright 
sparks opting for simple bets. 

More than 19 in 20 horse- 
racing enthusiasts — including 
the late Queen who was an avid 
fan of the sport — also bet. 

They spend around £4billion a 
year at the bookies. 

The University of Eastern Fin- 
land and Liverpool University 
study says: “Compared to the 
average man in our sample, the 
average bettor has a higher IQ 
score. It is plausible intelligent

A LIGHTNING assault by 
Ukraine that freed thous- 
ands of square miles 
from Russian occupation 
has left both sides asking 
if the blitz could be the 


tipping point in the war. 
The stunning Ukrainian 
counter attack caught Putin's 
invaders by surprise and sent 
thousands of terrified Russian 
soldiers fleeing for their lives. 
For months, Ukraine’s comman- 
ders had talked up a push in the 
south, 250 miles away from the 
most recent surge, where British 
and US long-range rockets were 
used to blitz bridges and ammo 
dumps to isolate Russian forces. 
The result was Russian generals 
reinforced their southern front and 
left their northern flank exposed. 
But the speed of the Russian 
collapse in the north has caught 
both sides by surprise. 
President Zelensky hailed his 
forces’ gains, saying: “We are 
moving in only one direction — 
forward and towards victory.” 
Ukraine's first goal with its 
northern onslaught was to retake 
the town of Balakliya, 40 miles 
south east of Kharkiv city, as a 
staging post for an attack on the 
Russian stronghold of Izyum, 25 
miles beyond. 
Russian troops captured Izyum 
after a month-long battle in March 
and the town became a supply hub 
for its devastating Donbas offensive. 
As _Ukraine’s’ tanks charged 
through the countryside on 
September 6, under cover of 
darkness, the Russian front lines 
began to collapse.

A MASS grave containing 
at least 445 bodies was 
being exhumed yesterday 
after it was found near a 


liberated Ukrainian city. 

Witnesses counted hundreds 
of shallow plots plus wooden 
crosses staked into earth in a 
forest outside Izyum. 

Officials said the dead were 
mostly civilians, among them 
women and children. 

Forensic teams were seen carrying 
some of the victims away in body 
bags. Explosions were also heard as 
security forces worked to de-mine 
the area. If confirmed, the horrific 
toll would be the worst in Europe 
since the 1990s Balkans War. 

Officials say some of the 445 
graves contain more than one body. 

They said one grave contained 
around 20 soldiers, some with their 
hands bound and one with a noose 
around his neck. 

One police source said: “We know 
that some were shot dead, some 
died because of artillery fire, 
so-called mine explosion traumas. 

“Some died because of air strikes. 
A lot have yet to be identified.” 

War crimes teams said torture 
chambers had been found across 
the eastern Kharkiv region. 

Other victims included Sri 
Lankan students who had _ their 
fingernails pulled out with pliers in 
Vovchansk, a town 94 miles north 
of Izyum. The grisly finds 
came as Ukraine’s armed 
forces cemented their hold 
on towns freed during a 
lightning, ten-day advance. 

President Zelensky said 
Russia “left death behind” 
and vowed to hold the 
Kremlin responsible.

Footage from the scene showed a 
plume of black smoke billowing 
from the court of appeals building. 

Meanwhile, one of Russia’s most 
prestigious units — the Ist Guards 

Tank Army — has been_ nearly 

totally wiped out in the Kharkiv 
assault. British spooks said the 
unit had never recovered after 
it was hammered in the fight 
for Kyiv.

A POLICE officer para- 
lysed in a terror attack is 
to climb Snowdon in his 
wheelchair today. 

Kris Aves, 40, is tack- 
ling the highest peak in 
England and Wales five 
years after being mown 
down by an SUV on 
Westminster Bridge. 

He is raising money for 
Back Up, a charity for 
spinal cord injury victims 
which helped him. 

The dad of two, who 
was in a coma for eight 


days after the attack, 
said: “Challenges are just 
that — challenges. They 


can be overcome.” 

In 2017, Kris, from Bar- 
net, North London, was 
celebrating receiving a 
commendation from the 
Met when he was caught 
up in the terror attack. 

When he woke from 
his coma, he was unable 
to use his legs. 

Six people died, includ- 
ing attacker Khalid Mas- 
soud, who was shot dead 
after crashing into the 
Palace of Westminster.

TWENTY children scram- 
bled to flee a school bus 


when it suddenly burst 
into flames and _ filled 
with smoke.

Video showed children 
as young as nine scream- 
ing and_ shouting as 
smoke engulfed the bus.

Parent Rachael Loco 
said: “None of them knew 
how to use the back exit 
so they had to go out of 
the ront where they 
could see the smoke and 
fire.

BRITAIN’S heaviest man, 
47st Jason Holton, was left 
moments from death when 
his vital organs began 
failing under the pressure 


of his giant frame. 

The 32-year-old, who downed 
three litres of sugary drinks a 
day, suffered a series of mini 
strokes and a_ suspected blood 
clot as he struggled for breath 
at his Surrey home. 

It took two hours to get him to 
Frimley Park hospital in a specially 
designed ambulance, and by that 
point doctors feared he might not 
make it through the night. 

The NHS is now paying for Jason 
to be cared for at a private nursing 
home near London, where he 
complains his new  reduced-calorie 
diet breaches his “human rights”. 

His collapse came just days before 
Britain’s previous heaviest man, 55st 


Matthew Crawford, died aged 
37 in June. 
In an exclusive interview, Jason 


said: “If I didn’t call 999, I'd be dead. 
I couldn't breathe. 

“It felt like something was blocked 
inside me and I was suffocating. 


‘It feels like they are 
torturing me’ 


“T called 999 once then called again 
half an hour later to say I was 
getting worse. 

“When they finally arrived it took 
a couple of hours to get me out 
because I couldn’t even stand. 

“They put me on to an ambulance 
and took me to hospital, where one of 
the nurses said in front of everyone, 
‘Your organs are failing due to obe- 
sity. Apparently I was close to total 
organ failure. They think I had a 
blood clot — although they could 
never confirm that — and a series 
of mini strokes. 

“IT knew something wasn’t right 
before because I couldn’t get out of 


bed. I was very sleepy and I 
stopped being able to talk. 
“They gave me tablets for the 


blood clot and I had to have gallons 
of water pumped into my body 
through a machine to save my 
kidneys. 

“I know I’m lucky to be alive but it 
doesn’t feel that way because of the 
restrictions I am now under.” 

Jason’s brush with death came after 
Matthew Crawford, whose care cost 
the NHS £40,000 a month, died from 
sepsis and organ failure. 

A small mercy was that this time 
Jason did not need to be winched 
from his home by a crane — as 
happened during his last collapse in 
October 2020. 

That operation saw a team of 30 
firemen and engineers carefully lower 
him to the ground from his 53- 
year-old mother Leisa’s two-bedroom, 
third-floor flat in Camberley, Surrey.

On that occasion he wastaken to 
nearby Frimley Park hospital, where 
he was treated for lymphoedema in 
his groin and legs — a chronic condi- 
tion that causes water retention and 
swelling. 

When The Sun interviewed Jason in 
December last year he was down to 
45st, from his peak weight of 50st. 

He had just moved into a custom- 
built £400,000 council bungalow 
specially constructed 


including a 


£3,000 toilet and huge double doors 
so he could be removed more easily 
in a medical emergency. 

But he now admits that his weight 
crept back up to 47st as he continued 
to eat multiple packets of crisps for 
breakfast and down three to four 
litres of sweet drinks a day. 

Jason was also smoking more than 
30 cigarettes a day before he suddenly 
became unwell on June 4. 

He spent two months in hospital 
and has been in the nursing home 
since early August. 

But Jason complains that carers 
have put him under a strict new 
regime where he can’t drink more 
than 1.5 litres of any liquid in 24 
hours. He moaned: “I am on a drink 
restriction and I keep trying to 


explain to them, ‘I’ve got my human 
rights and I should be able to drink 
what I want to’. But I’m not allowed. 

“I’m so down about it. What does

“I keep saying, ‘Why can’t you give 
me my drink back instead of making 
life difficult for me?’ 

“I told them I'll call the police 
because I’m constantly dehydrated. 

“But they are giving me _ tiny 
amounts — 100ml at a time — which is 
ridiculous for someone my size.

Recession pick-me-up’s price rise

THE gloss has come off one 
of the quirky side-effects of 
an economic slump — a boom 
in buying lipstick. 

In difficult times lippy sales 
usually rise as shoppers turn to 
affordable pick-me-ups — a phe- 
nomenon called the lipstick effect. 

But analysis by The Sun shows that 
prices have jumped in the past year. 

Budget brands have gone up the 
most, with Rimmel’s Lasting Finish lip- 
stick up 85 per cent to £5.99 in a year. 

Revlon’s Super Lustrous Matte has 
doubled in price from £4.99 to £8.99. 

Chanel’s Rouge Coco has risen from 
£33 to £35 while Kylie Jenner’s Lip Kits 
(pictured left) increased from £26 to £28. 

Lipsticks are now at their highest 
price in five per cent, but sales are 2 
per cent higher, said Matthew Maxwell 
at Kantar. Cosmetic companies are 
facing increases in costs from higher 
palm oil, packaging and transport prices.

SURGING prices for new 
and used motors, factory 
delays and rising interest 
rates on loans are push- 
ing the country to the 
brink of a car crisis. 


Now experts fear that many 
will fall behind on loan repay- 
ments because of the cost-of-liv- 
ing squeeze. 

The price of used cars has 
risen for 29 consecutive months, 
with them now costing on 
average 30 per cent more than 
before the pandemic. 

A second-hand Peugeot 107, for 
example, now costs on average 
£3,652, up from £2,550 a year 
ago, according to Auto Trader. 

Meanwhile, prices for new cars 
have risen 26 per cent, with 
manufacturing delays leading to 
long waiting lists. 

There’s a wait of 41 weeks for 
a new VW Golf or 36 weeks for 
a Nissan Micra, reports motor 
trader carwow.co.uk. 

Interest rate rises are pushing 
up costs further for buyers who 
are reliant on finance. 

Adrian Dally, of the Finance & 
Leasing Association, says: “There 
is a cost-of-living crisis and 
ultimately there will be people 
who run into difficulty.” 

SOARING PRICES MEAN 
BIGGER DEBTS 
BUYERS are already taking on 
larger loans in order to secure 
the vehicles they need. 

The average used car loan has 
increased from £7,500 two years 
ago to £8,700 now. 

Lucy Sherliker, of lender Zuto 
says: “Customers are borrowing 
on average £1,200 more than 
they were two years ago.” 

She added that many people 
are opting for second-hand cars 
rather than waiting for new 
ones, pushing up prices and 
increasing the amount of money 
being borrowed. 

Interest rates on car loans 
have already begun to creep up, 
so new borrowers are having to 
pay more, and Adrian Dally says 
this is likely to continue. 


WHAT TO DO IF YOU ARE 
STRUGGLING WITH PAYMENTS 
NINE out of ten new cars in the 
UK are bought using finance, 
while more than four in ten 
used car buyers take out loans.

Camel, says many are finding 
the payments “hard to manage”. 
One option, she says, is to 


hand back the car — known as 
“voluntary termination”. 

But even if you do, you may 
still owe money if you’ve repaid 
less than half the loan. 

And if you miss repayments, 
your car can be repossessed. 

Sara suggests speaking to a 
debt counsellor if you are strug- 
gling, especially if you depend 
on your car for work, mobility or 
caring responsibilities. 

She says in some cases you 
might be better off agreeing to a 
payment plan on credit cards or 
other unsecured debts to help 
you afford your car loan repay- 
ments and keep your vehicle. 

Sue Anderson, at debt charity 
StepChange, says that your rights 
will vary when struggling with 
car finance payments, depending 
on the type of loan you have. 
When you buy a car through 
hire purchase, it belongs to the 
lender until you have made all 
the agreed payments. 

She says: “This means you're

You should 
contact your lender as soon as 
possible to let them know you're 
having difficulty paying, as you 
may be able to arrange a pay- 
ment holiday, or negotiate a 
more affordable payment plan.” 

If you have a _ good credit 
rating, you may be able to buy a 
used car with an _ interest-free 
credit card and pay in instal- 
ments before the rate rises. 

If a dealer lets you buy with a 
credit card, you could claim 
against the lender if the car 
turns out to be faulty. 

This could be useful if the 
dealer goes bust or refuses to 
take responsibility. 


WHAT'S NEXT FOR 
CAR PRICES? 
THERE is little prospect of 
respite from rising car costs, as 
demand for used and new 

motors still outstrips supply. 
The average price of a used 


car in August was £17,039, and 
Auto Trader’s director of data, 
Richard Walker, says there is no 
sign of a slowdown. 

Even though there is a cost-of- 
living crisis, over three quarters 
of people who responded to a 
recent Auto Trader survey said 
their car purchase was a 
necessity, rather than a luxury, 
suggesting that demand is 
unlikely to drop. 

But there is some light at the 
end of the tunnel — the number 
of cars built in the UK has risen 
for the third consecutive month. 

But competition among buyers 
for second-hand cars is expected 
to remain strong, meaning used 
car prices are likely to stay high. 

Walker says: “We remain con- 
fident of continued consumer 
demand. Coupled with ongoing 
supply challenges in both the 
new and used car market [mean 
that] prices will remain strong 
for the foreseeable future.”

FAB FRENCH RESOR 


WHEN British entrepreneurs 
John Robinson Whitley and 
Allen Stoneham bought a 
stretch of land at Le Touquet 
in 1894 they transformed the 
fortunes of this seaside town 
in Northern France.

WITH soaring energy prices sparking a “heat or eat” 
dilemma, you may think a new airline offering affordable 
fares on long-haul flights was just pie-in-the-sky. 

But Norse Atlantic Airways is doing just that, with a fleet 
of 15 modern, fuel-efficient Boeing 787 Dreamliners. 

Its inaugural flight between Gatwick and New York JFK 
took off last month, with The Sun on board to check it out. 

Norse Atlantic offers a daily transatlantic service, with 
more US destinations to be announced soon. This week, it 
launched a sale with fares from £272 return in Economy 
Light and from £506 return in its Premium cabin. 

The selling point for Premium is extra legroom (43in) in 
the first eight rows, beating the likes of BA’s World Traveller 
Plus and Virgin’s Premium Economy (38in). And its 
impressive 12in recliner on all 56 seats allows for 
Passengers to comfortably lean back and snooze. 

Enjoy a welcome soft drink before take-off — with a 10kg 
carry-on and two meals, including one house beer or wine 
with each. There’s also a complimentary blanket and 
headphones. 

Upgrade to Premium Classic and you get a 23kg checked 
bag and ticket flexibility. Premium Plus gives premium 
boarding, priority check-in and more ticket flexibility. 

But for many, the value economy tickets are the reason 
for booking. With Economy Light you'll simply get one 
underseat bag. Upgrade to Classic and a 10kg cabin bag 
and 23kg checked bag are included, as well as one meal. 

The aircraft, previously operated by Norwegian Air Shuttle, 
ditches a colourful interior for a low-key design. It has 
modern LED lighting, cleaner air and better cabin humidity.

There’s no wifi yet — and while the in-flight entertainment 
is comprehensive it doesn’t include the latest releases. 

While those in Premium have an ‘tin screen in their seat 
arm rest, those in economy have a Yin seat-back screen. 
There’s also plenty of USBs to charge your own devices. 

If you opt for a Classic seat with food and one drink, this 
doesn’t include sparkling wine or spirits, so expect to pay 
extra if house wine or beer isn’t for you. 

It seems a little stingy to scrimp on this for just two drinks 
during the flight, but Norse makes up for it by providing a 
high-quality meal that fills you up until a pre-landing snack. 

Neatly packaged in an environmentally friendly 
cardboard box with wooden cutlery, it won’t win awards for 
looking like Michelin-starred grub, but tasted delicious. 

I had a decent-sized salmon fillet with mashed potato and 
greens, plus a bread roll and choc pot for pudding. Other 
options included roast chicken or roast beef with veg. 

About an hour before landing, passengers also geta 
tasty folded pizza or morning bagel to tide them over. 

Those who choose to go for the most basic fare can opt 
to pay for food, drink and even a blanket or headphones on 
board, at fairly reasonable prices. 

Ata time when high expectation often meets 
disappointment, Norse was a refreshing change.

MARK WOOD is desperate to play Test cricket for 


Ben Stokes’ shock troops. 
The Durham speedster has been out since March 


with an elbow injury. 


County team-mate Stokes has led England to six 
Test wins this summer over New Zealand, India and 


South Africa. 


And Wood — looking to make his comeback in the 
T20 format — still wants to send down his 90mph 
thunderbolts in five-day cricket. 


The 32-year-old said:

CHILE slammed Fifa for 
allowing “a dark day for 
football” after Ecuador 
were cleared to keep their 
World Cup finals place. 

A Fifa’ panel ruled 
defender Byron Castillo 
WAS eligible to play for 
Ecuador despite his 
admission he was born in 
Colombia, three years 
EARLIER than his official 
documents claimed. 

Chile demanded Ecuador 
forfeit all eight qualifica- 
tion games in which Cas- 
tillo had featured with a 
3-0 defeat. This would 
have seen Chile grab 
the last automatic South 
American qualification spot. 

And put them alongside 
Qatar, Holland and Sene- 
gal in Group A — and as 
potential last-16 rivals for 
England or Wales. 

Chile’s case was_bol- 
stered as Castillo had 
made admissions about 
his birthplace and age in 
an interview with Ecuado- 
rean officials in 2018. 

But Fifa said: “The 
appeal committee  con- 
firmed the decision of the 
disciplinary committee to 
close the proceedings ini- 
tiated against the Ecuado- 
rean Football Association. 

“It deemed that on the 
basis of the documents 
presented, the player was 
to be considered as hold- 
ing permanent Ecuadorian 
nationality in accordance 
with Fifa regulations.” 

Chilean federation chief 
Jorge Yunge blasted: “It is 
a dark day for football. 

“The world heard a 
player who helped Ecuador 
qualify for the World Cup 
admit he was born in 
Colombia and he gained an 
Ecuadorian passport using 
false information.” 

Yunge confirmed Chile 
would appeal to the Court 
of Arbitration for Sport.

Having picked up an ankle injury early 
in the season, he has returned to start 
both of the last two matches in the 
Champions League.

up you won't ride the horse 
again, simple as that. So you 
have to be very sharp and totally 
focussed all the time. 

“It can be very intense but, at 
the same time, the prize-money 
and the competition is great. It’s 
an amazing place to ride.” 

Much like neighbouring Japan, 
racing fans in Hong Kong are 
borderline fanatical. 

They treat jockeys like super- 
stars. Whereas De Sousa would 
walk around town unnoticed in 
the UK, in Hong Kong he will 
asked for an autograph while out 
eating a bowl of noodles. 

And the two tracks in Hong 
Kong are totally unique. 

Happy Valley is like Chester on 
steroids and smack-dab in the 
middle of the city, while the 
gigantic grandstand of Sha Tin, 
which can hold over 100,000 
punters, is closer to the suburbs. 

The atmosphere on a raceday 


is wild and raucous. It is unlike 
anything jockeys experience in 
England — bar maybe a student 
night at Newcastle! 

e Sousa said: “Every race 
meeting it’s a full house and the 
fans will be shouting your name 
and making a lot of noise. 

“Racing is the most popular 
sport in Hong Kong and the 
people love to have a bet. 

“They will cheer your name 
after you have a winner — but if 
you go on a losing run they will 
certainly let you hear it.” 

He added: “The season is only 
just starting up and the new 
crop of four-year-olds, who are 
the ‘Classic’ generation out here, 
are starting their trials. 

“With a bit of luck I will get 
on a nice one and I can find a 
horse to take me to the big days 
throughout the season.” 

For De Sousa, the Far East is 
full of promise — as long as his 
phone doesn’t run out of charge.

The good, the Baaeed and the 
downright ugly. 

Let’s start with something pos- 
itive because I’ve given Arena 
Racing, the owners of 16 race- 
courses, lots of stick in the past. 

So it is only fair to applaud 
the way they handled the hast- 
ily rescheduled St Leger meet- 
ing at Doncaster on Sunday. 

The sombre yet uplifting tone 
of the meeting, which marked a 
return for the sport after 48 
hours away, was spot on. There 
were plenty of touching tributes 
to the Queen around the race- 
course and the quality on the 
track was top-notch. The best- 
ever card for a St Leger day. 

The whole occasion was as 
fitting a mark of respect and 
remembrance as I’ve seen. 

It feels like there is always 
some sort of tension or in-fight- 
ing going on in this highly 
politicised sport. 

So it has been uplifting to see 
the entire industry come 
together to honour the Queen. 

After all, she was the game’s 
best friend and greatest sup- 
porter. She leaves a huge hole 
that will never be filled. 

Now for the bad . or the 
Baaeed, if you will. It has been 
announced the unbeaten super- 
star will end his brilliant career 
at Ascot in the Champion 
Stakes, NOT in the Arc. 

That’s despite William Haggas 
strongly suggesting in recent 
weeks that a trip to Longchamp 
on was on the cards. 

The excuse they are trotting 
out is they are fearful of run- 
ning the great horse over a 
mile and a half on bad ground 
in France.

Haggas has put his own _per- 
sonal ambitions ahead of the 
sport. He wants to run his gal- 
loping cash register at Ascot 
because he is desperate to win 
his first trainers’ championship. 

Baaeed will scoop £750,000 if 
he wins the Champion Stakes. 

That is not so much an ‘if’, 
more like a ‘when’ as such is 
the four-year-old’s superiority 
he basically just needs to turn 
up to secure Haggas his first 
trainers’ crown. 

Just about the only person in 
racing left with a grin on his 
face at the news of Baaeed’s 
plans was Sir Mark Prescott. 

After all, he now stands a 
great chance of winning a first 
Arc with Alpinista. 

Longchamp’s loss is absolutely 
British Champion Day’s gain. 

But Baaeed is the kind of 
horse who comes around once a 
decade — if you’re lucky — and 
he should be ending his career 
in Europe’s greatest race.

Racing chiefs need to take the 
blinkers off and look around 
them every once in a while.

Yet West Ham boss Moyes 
still wants his new Italian 
frontman to take on the 
pot shots that saw him grab 
a screamer in the Europa 
Conference League.

3-2 out in Denmark on 
Thursday night with 
Scamacca_ scoring a_ belter 
from long range.

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RICHIE WELLENS knows all 
about the old saying there are 
lies, damned lies and statistics. 

In his case, there were also the 
percentages. 

They indicated it might be no lie 
that by the time he took over at 
Leyton Orient, he was not the 
manager he believed himself to be. 

Certainly not the one who guided 
Swindon to promotion in 2020, just 
18 months after taking over a club 
that was wallowing in 20th place in 
League Two. 

More like the one dumped from 
his first job at Oldham in 2018, 
following relegation to the EFL’s 
bottom tier. 

Or who, after leaving Swindon for 
Salford, lasted only 30 games — and 
was then given four fewer by 
Doncaster Rovers. 

Six months ago, the 42-year-old 
walked into Brisbane Road’s Breyer 
Group stadium with the O’s in 20th 
spot in League Two and sinking fast. 

Given that Wellens had been 
sacked twice in nine months, it 
might have seemed like the last 
place to try to start again. 

Yet the Mancunian, a former Don- 
caster and Salford player, used 
another old saying after choosing to 
take on the challenge. 

He revealed: “I knew I’d made 
some bad decisions and, yes, it was 
a gamble. This time I didn’t let my 
heart rule my head. 

“That wasn't the case at Salford or 
Donny — because my heart won both 
times then. 

“This time, I let my head rule me 
and I’m so glad I did.” 

Wellens knows some pointed to his 
record, saying he was not the right 
man for the O’s job. 

But he declared: “I’ve got a thick 
skin. A lot of people when they are 
after a new manager look at their 
win percentages. 

“T think my win percentage overall

is almost 40 per cent. And it would 
be higher — but in cup games I’ve 
always changed the whole team. 

“I took over at Oldham when they 
were 24th in the league and had 
won one of the previous 11. 

“I took over at Swindon when they 
were 20th, I went to Salford when 
they were tenth. 

“I went to Doncaster and they had 
won three of their previous 24 
games. I take over here at Orient — 
they hadn’t won in their last 15. 

“So to have a near 40 per cent 
success rate at clubs that are gener- 
ally in the mire, it’s actually not bad.” 

In fact, Wellens’ win rate stands 
at an astonishing 61 per cent with 
Orient going into today’s visit to 
Walsall.

He explained: “The people I spoke 
to gave me a really good feeling. 

“When I first met Lee Power at 
Swindon, I felt great talking to him. 

“I knew I’d do well there and I 
did. But the other meetings that I 
had later, maybe not so much.” 

The change in Orient’s situation 
has been remarkable under Wellens 
— played 23, won 14, lost six. 

The one-time Leicester midfielder 
stressed: “There is a real feel-good 
factor flowing through this club. 

“My heart feels good here, I’m in 
the right place — meanwhile my 
head is telling me that anything can 
now be possible for this club.”

RIMMING with joy” on 
her honeymoon, Elizabeth 
wrote to her parents: “I only 
hope that I can bring up my 
children in the happy atmosphere 
of love and fairness’ which 
Margaret and I have grown up in.” 


Home was where the future Queen 
learned about courage, duty and being a 
monarch — but most importantly, it was 
where she learned about love. 

Family was everything for her parents, and 
after Elizabeth and sister Margaret came along, 
father Bertie always referred to the little group 
as “We Four”. 

Their warmth and happiness in each other’s 
company still shines through in the photos. 

Bertie, the future George VI, had grown up in 
far chillier circumstances, and meeting the jolly, 
loving family of wife-to-be Elizabeth Bowes- 
Lyon had been a revelation. 

His own father George V believed cruelty and 
beatings were essential in child-rearing, and 
declared: “My father was frightened of his 
mother, I was frightened of my father, and I am 
damned well going to make sure that my 
children are frightened of me.” 

Sensitive, stammering Bertie was a particular 
target, and when the young boy struggled to 
speak, his father would roar: “Get it out!” 

Meanwhile, his mother Queen Mary was, in

the words of Princess “absolutely 
terrifying”. 

Bertie first met Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon, 
daughter of the Earl of Strathmore, at a dance 
at The Ritz in London in 1921. 

A few months later he visited the 21-year-old 
at her family’s Scottish seat of Glamis Castle 
and was swept up in their happy sing-songs 
around the piano, silly games and_ sheer 
pleasure in each other’s company. 

He was smitten, and when in 1923 Elizabeth 
accepted his marriage proposal, he wrote to 
Queen Mary: “I know I am very lucky to have 
won her at last.” 

When their daughter Princess Elizabeth was 
born in April 1926, he joyfully wrote to his 
mother again: “We always wanted a child to 
make our happiness complete.” 

Princess Margaret followed in August 1930, 
and their father soon dubbed Elizabeth his 
“pride” and Margaret his “joy”. 

But in 1936 life changed unexpectedly when 
Bertie became George VI after the abdication of 
Edward VIII. Reserved, somewhat frail and 
beset by anxiety, he was a very reluctant King. 

He told his cousin Dickie Mountbatten: “I 
never wanted this to happen. I am a Naval 


Margaret, 
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officer, that’s all I know about.” His stammer, 
until he largely overcame it with the help of his 
wife, who took him to speech therapist Lionel 
Logue, caused him constant upset. 

And he was prone to explosions of fury 
known in the family as “gnashes”. Queen 
Elizabeth would calm him — sometimes all it 
took was a gentle hand on his arm. 

Despite Bertie’s tribulations at becoming King, 
those who visited the foursome were still as 
struck by the merry family dynamic as Bertie 
had been on that visit to Scotland. 

Again, there were family songs around the 
piano, parlour games and the house speciality of 
“We Four” to mark special occasions — a conga 
line led by the now George VI. 

A visiting young princess 
immediately decided: “This was 
home life I wanted.” 

And after a weekend at Sandringham, General 
Sir Alan Brooke described them as “a 
thoroughly close-knit and happy family all 
wrapped up in each other”. 

Also part of this tight circle around young 
Elizabeth — known as Lilibet — was Scottish 
nursemaid Margaret “Bobo” MacDonald. The 
farmer’s daughter joined the household aged 22, 
when Lilibet was a toddler, and stayed working 
for her as her dresser until her death in 1993. 

She was one of Lilibet’s closest confidantes. 
As a friend explained: “The Queen just enjoyed 
talking to a sensible Scottish countrywoman.” 

Less long-lasting was Lilibet and Margaret’s 
adored governess, Marion “Crawfie” Crawford. 

Crawfie introduced the girls to the joys of

playing “Red Indians” in the shrubbery, 
riding on the London Tube and visiting 
Woolworth’s, but was banished from the 


family circle in 1949 after writing a book 
about the princesses. 

And while Crawfie had taught Lilibet to 
read and write, her real education came from 
the family. Kindly George VI wanted to make 
sure his daughter was better prepared than 
he had been to be monarch, and had her at 
his side when he was signing papers so he 
could explain the politics of each document. 


Queen Mary lectured Lilibet on the 
importance of “availing oneself of toilet 
facilities whenever the opportunity arises” and 


drilled her on her royal ancestors, right back 
to King Egbert of Wessex. 

Unsurprisingly, Lilibet’s mother, whose 
nickname was Merry Mischief, was more fun. 

The future Queen Mother stashed gin 
bottles in hat boxes, wore pearls to go fishing 
and, during The Blitz, used to sign off her 
letters: “Tinkety tonk old fruit and down with 
the Nazis.” 

Famously sociable and charming, she set up 
role-playing games with her daughter so the 
future sovereign could practise talking to 
all kinds of people. Her Archbishop of 
Canterbury impression was particularly good. 

She also taught Lilibet a rule that her own 
mother had told her: “If you find something 
or somebody a bore, the fault lies in you.” 

By the time “We Four” made their first 
tour abroad in 1947, George VI’s_ private 
secretary Tommy Lascelles was struck by 
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what a perfect mix of her parents the 20- 
year-old Elizabeth had become. 

First he was moved by her sense of duty, 
clearly influenced by her father. Shy, gentle 
Bertie may have taken the crown reluctantly, 
but he found the courage to declare in his 
Coronation speech that “the highest of 
distinctions is the service of others”, and then 
to guide his country through a war. 

But Lascelles wrote in a letter about 
Elizabeth: “When necessary, she can take on 
the old bores with much of her mother’s 
skill”, adding: “From the inside, the most 
satisfactory feature of the whole business is 
the remarkable development of P’cess E.” 


he future queen was still 
young, but thanks to her 
parents she was ready 
for the role she would 


take up all too soon. 

Husband Philip would later reveal that the 
death of George VI aged 56 in 1952 had been 
“the most appalling shock” to the Princess, 
just 25 and mother of two young children. 

For the rest of her life, the Queen would 
use her father’s pen to sign paperwork. 

As well as taking on his kingdom, she 
adopted her father’s other most important 
role — ensuring his family’s happiness. 

That was a huge task, as Elizabeth wrote to 
a friend in the wake of George VI’s death:

“Mummy and Margaret have the biggest grief 
to bear, for their future must seem very 
blank, while I have a job and family to think of.” 

The new Queen Mother, widowed at 51, told 
a friend she was “engulfed by great black 
clouds of unhappiness and misery”. 

She had lost her husband, her status and 
even her home — royal protocol meant Eliz- 
abeth must move into Buckingham Palace, 
and the Queen Mother and Margaret had to 
move out of it. But Elizabeth found a way 
forward. She did not want “Merry Mischief” 
to retreat into a Queen Victoria-style half-life 
of mourning for the rest of her days. 

With the help of Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill, the new Queen convinced her 
mother to forge a new kind of public role. As 
royal photographer Cecil Beaton later 
recalled, at that moment she became “the 
great mother figure and nanny to us all”. 

Soon the Queen Mother was back enjoying 
life with gusto, racking up racing bills, which 
she would send off to be paid by her 
daughter with a note reading “Oh dear”, 
doing the Twist with Prime Minister Ted 
Heath and inebriating her house guests with 
the strength of her “rocket fuel” martinis. 

She and the Queen spoke daily and spent 
as much time together as possible, picking 
over the latest gossip and the racing results. 

They would also trade impersonations, 
another favourite family game. The Queen did 
a “legendary” Margaret Thatcher, while the 
Queen Mother’s party piece was pretending to 
be a foghorn — although in later years she

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also developed an unlikely take on Sacha 
Baron Cohen’s comedy character Ali G. But 
most of all, the Queen Mother could lavish 
warmth, love and her sense of fun on her 
grandchildren and then great-grandchildren. 

Prince Charles later remembered: “She was, 
quite simply, the most magical grandmother 
you could possibly have.” 

The Queen worried about her mother as 
she aged, but her efforts to make her slow 
down failed. When the Queen insisted a lift 
was installed at Clarence House so_ her 
mother could avoid steps, the Queen Mum 
made a point of using it to go downstairs — 
but always walked up. Charles later said: 
“She seemed gloriously unstoppable”. 

But the ond did come, in March 2002 at 
the age of 101. Heavy smoker Princess 
Margaret had died the month before aged 71. 
“We Four” were now just one. The Queen 
was hit by a “terrible wallop of grief”, in the 
words of her cousin Margaret Rhodes. 

Then something happened that she never 
expected. After attending her mother’s lying- 
in-state at Westminster Hall, the Queen 
travelled back to the Palace and, as the car 
turned into Whitehall, the crowds saw her. 

There were thousands of people, all waiting 
their turn to pay their respects to the Queen 
Mother, and they began to clap. 

Their applause followed the Queen for the 
rest of the way home. 

It was, she said, one of the most touching 
things that had ever happened to her. It was 
the sound of love.

It was a private picture, and Her 
Majesty only shared it with the world 
on the eve of the Duke of Edinburgh’s 
funeral in April 2021. 

Taken by their daughter-in-law Sophie, 
Countess of Wessex, it shows the sunlit couple 
on the summit of the Coyles of Muick in the 
summer of 2003. It had been 57 years since 
Philip had proposed at a nearby loch, but they 
still looked in the first flushes of love. 

Philip was famous in public life for being 
gruff, but the photo captures the dashing and 
dependable family man the Queen fell in love 
with. It was the man who after their wedding

in 1947 wrote: “Lilibet is the only ‘thing’ in this 
world which is absolutely real to me.” He 
continued: “Cherish Lilibet? I wonder if that 
word is enough to express what is in me...I 
thank God for Lilibet and for us.” 

For her part, Princess Elizabeth wrote home 
to her parents from her honeymoon: “We 
behave as though we had belonged to each 
other for years.” 

Five decades later, in a speech to mark their 
golden wedding anniversary in 1997, the Queen 
said of her husband: “He has, quite simply, been 
my strength and stay all these years.” 


At the start, Elizabeth had worried that 
her “terribly independent” Navy commander 
husband would not cope in his new life, 


in charge of — for example, 
to be chairman of the committee organising 
her coronation. 

And she declared that around the home, he 
was “the boss”. 

But in fact, the independent-minded Duke 
had already decided that he did not need 
anyone else to come up with a role for him. 

He would simply come up with his own job 
description for himself. 

As the Duke later told a biographer: “Well, 
being married to the Queen, it seemed to me 
that my first duty was to serve her in the best 
way I could.” 

That meant, Philip said, being Elizabeth’s 
“eyes and ears” when she was not around, 
making sure he was always on top of subjects 
she might consult him on and, crucially, 
making her laugh. 

The Queen would regularly be heard laughing 
loudly out of sight, then snapping back to her 


serious face when she came into view. And 


she developed a special, intense frown to 
maintain her dignity for times such as at a 
dreary formal event when Philip would hiss 
a line like: “What meaneth then this bleating 
of the sheep?” 

The gift of fun was always the best present 
anyone could give the Queen. 

She also relied on his sense of humour to 
break the ice with strangers, who were often 
tongue-tied in her presence. 


LASSIC moves included 
him poring over an 
elaborate menu written 
in French at a state 
dinner, then announcing: “Ah 
good. Fish and chips again.” 


The Duke would also take pity on guests 
at Balmoral who found themselves being 
bundled off for one of the Royal Family’s 
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famous picnics, and who did not quite know 
the etiquette. He would quietly advise them: 
“Praise the salad dressing.” 

It was always the right thing to say, for the 
Queen had made it herself. 

These picnics were some of the family’s 
happiest times during their annual summers 
at Balmoral and on beaches they would 
discover on cruises around the nearby coast. 

An equerry later remembered: “He’d lead 
ashore with all the barbecue kit and the 
Queen would come later with the salad 
supplies and all the side dishes.” 

Philip even designed a trailer fitted with 
special “picnic drawers” to hold all the 
supplies they would need for expeditions 
at their Scottish estate. 

He liked gadgets of all sorts, and would go 
to Ideal Home shows then return to the 
Palace eager to show off purchases such as 
the latest vacuum cleaner. 

His interest in technology also saw him 
ahead of his time by decades on issues such 
as pollution, and he began driving an electric

van at Sandringham way back in 1982. This 
pioneering environmental campaigning, which 
included co-founding the World Wildlife 
Fund, was one of the things that made the 
Queen most proud. 

In November 2021, seven months after 
Philip’s death aged 99, she spoke to world 
leaders at the Cop26 climate conference in 
Glasgow, and recalled: “The impact of the 
environment on human progress was a 
subject close to the heart of my dear late 
husband, Prince Philip, the Duke of 
Edinburgh.” She added it was “a source of 
great pride” that he had had a “leading role” 
in encouraging people to protect the planet 
as far back as 1969. 

But, as her grandchildren remember, not 
everything Philip did met with her approval. 

Prince William once revealed that the 
Duke had invented what he called the 
Mustard Game to play with his grand- 
children, to the Queen’s despair. 

The Prince recalled: “He used to take the 
lid off the tube and put it in your hands... 
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and then he would squish your hands 
together to fire the mustard on to the ceiling. 

“He used to get in a lot of trouble from my 
grandmother.” 

But joy in their grandchildren 
something the pair shared. 

And, in fact, when they looked at Sophie, 
Countess of Wessex, as she took their photo 
that day at Balmoral in 2003, they knew she 
was expecting her first child with Prince 
Edward, their seventh grandchild. 

Meanwhile, whenever she looked at 
parents-in-law, Sophie saw true love. 

Speaking in 2016, the Countess said of 
Philip: “You see, he’s a gentleman and a 
gentle man. He has been a fantastic life 
partner for her.” 

As the Queen herself put it in 1997 on their 
50th wedding anniversary: “Prince Philip is 
simply my rock. He is my foundation stone.”

prince described him as, 
“just a Plasticine head”. 


The new mother had a somewhat 
different view, writing to a friend: 
“The baby is very sweet and we are 
enormously proud of him.” 

She continued: “I find it hard to believe 
that he is really mine, and each time 
I see him I have to convince myself that 
he is true.” 

Elizabeth, then 22, had given birth at 
Buckingham Palace on November 14, 1948, 
after a 30-hour labour. 

Philip had been banished to the squash 
court in order to work off the nervous 
energy that was arving everyone mad, 
but quickly appeared at his wife’s bedside 
to present a bouquet of red roses and 
carnations, her favourite flowers. Ever- 
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dutiful Elizabeth was thrilled to have a 
son, still the preferred option at the time 
to ensure the succession. 

In fact, on hearing that there was a 
male heir, her father’s press secretary 
Richard Colville exclaimed: “I knew she’d 
do it! She’d never let us down.” 

But from the very first moment, 
Elizabeth and Philip knew that they had 
to raise this baby to be a king. 

Training him for his future would be a 
public duty. 

That meant that little Charles missed 
out on the carefree childhood his mother 
had enjoyed until she was ten, when the 
abdication of her uncle Edward VIII 
thrust her into the hot seat as heir. 

Princess Elizabeth also had to leave 
Charles with her own parents while she 
spent long periods away, either visiting 
Naval commander Philip at his post in 


her father, George VI, was too frail to do. 

She had even more demands put on 
her after becoming Queen in February 
1952, by which time Charles had a little 
sister Anne, born in August 1950. 

Still, visitors were struck by the fun- 
filled family environment the Queen 
created whenever she had the chance. 

A Grenadier Guard invited to 
Sandringham wrote home: “After tea, 
Charles dresses in a kilt and Anne puts 
on a white fairy dress with wings...then 
they kick their shoes off and go mad. 

“Princess Margaret puts on a rock’n’oll 
record and the children caper all over 
the place.” 

Then there was the tradition of the 
summer family cruise on the Royal Yacht 
Britannia, which began in 1955. 

The yacht would be transformed into a 
playground, complete with a waterslide 
down a set of stairs, and there would be 
picnic expeditions to secluded beaches. 

Decades later Anne recalled that at the 
end of that first annual cruise she did 
not want to leave: “I had to be carried 
off kicking and screaming.” Schooldays 
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her mother because of their obsession with 
horses, which was not shared by either 
Charles, or brothers Andrew and Edward, 
who came along much later. 

Philip noted fondly of his daughter that, 
like her mother, “If it doesn’t fart or eat 
hay then she isn’t interested”. 

Biting her nails anxiously throughout, 
the Queen would go on to watch her 
daughter compete in Britain’s equestrian 
team at the Montreal Olympics in 1976. 


HE was also. there 
watching with concern 
as 


both Charles and 
Anne got married - and 
eventually divorced. 


The disintegration of Charles’s 
relationship with Diana was_ especially 
painful to the Queen, as the Prince of 
Wales publicly turned on his mother and 
father, who he saw as having pushed him 
into the marriage. 

She was “stunned” when he co-operated 
with Jonathan Dimbleby to write his 
1994 biography, published in retaliation

for Diana’s “True Story” book that had 
come out in 1992. In Charles’s biography, 
the Queen was described as “detached” 
towards her son as a child and criticised 
for never sticking up for him when he 
was “frequently brought to tears by the 
mocking banter” of his father. 
Stung, the Duke of Edinburgh 
protested: “We did the best we could.” 
But at least by then, the Queen had 
grandchildren to distract her and bring 
her joy. She became a grandmother for 
the first time in November 1977, causing 
an investiture at Buckingham Palace to 
be delayed by an unheard-of ten minutes. 
When Her Majesty finally arrived, 
beaming, she explained to guests: “I 
apologise for being late, but I have just 
had a message from the hospital. My 
daughter has just given birth to a son.” 
Little Peter, who Anne had with her 
showjumper husband Mark Phillips, was 
followed by sister Zara in 1981. A year 
later, Charles’s first son Prince William 
was born, with Harry arriving in 1984. 
The Queen was soon looking on happily 
as the youngsters created havoc on 
their visits. William was especially fond

of moves such as pretending to shoot 
tourists with a slingshot from the balcony 
of Buckingham Palace. 

She also surprised guests at the Palace 
when a young Wills fell over and started 
crying for “Gary”. The Queen explained: 
“Oh, I’m Gary — he hasn't learned to 
say Granny yet.” 

She tried to be a_ steady influence 
on Charles’s sons during their parents’ 
relationship problems, and_ particularly 
after Diana’s death in 1997. 

In a 2016 documentary to mark the 
Queen’s 90th birthday, William recalled: 
“She’s never dictated what she would do. 
It’s a quiet guidance. It’s something never 
seen, but it’s always there, and I think 
that has allowed me personally to explore 
and understand more about who I am 
and what I have to do.” 

Meanwhile, Harry said: “Behind closed 
doors, she’s our grandmother.” 

The Queen was “hurt and disappointed” 
by Harry’s eventual decision to step back 
from his royal duties to make a new 
life in California. But in tribute to 
her, Harry and wife Meghan Markle 
named their daughter Lilibet -— the

Queen’s pet name_ since childhood. 

The passing of years also brought new 
warmth to the Queen’s relationship with 
Charles. And movingly, she got to explain 
publicly just how proud she was_ of 
him in a speech to mark his 70th 
birthday in 2018. 

She said: “Philip and I have seen 
Charles become a champion of 
conservation and the arts, a_ great 
charitable leader, a dedicated and 
respected heir to the throne to stand 
comparison with any in history — and a 
wonderful father.” 

The same year, Charles brought down 
the house at a concert at London’s Royal 
Albert Hall to mark his mother’s 92nd 
birthday, taking the microphone and 
beginning a speech with: “Your Majesty, 
Mummy.” 

As for Anne, she had summed up the 
Queen some years earlier with typical 
bluntness: “As with all mothers, she’s put 
up with a lot.” 
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RINCE Andrew bounded 
down the gangplank to be 
presented with a red 
rose by the Queen on his 
return from the Falklands War. 


She was welcoming him back as a serving 
Navy hero — and to her, that was what he 
would always be. 

For the rest of her life, the contents of her 
handbag included a handkerchief, sweeteners in a 
small gold box and a photo of Andrew taken that 
day in Portsmouth when he came safely home. 

The Prince’s service on HMS Invincible during 
the 1982 conflict was the pinnacle of his life as an 
action man in the mould of his naval commander 
father Prince Philip. He was the son most like the 
man Elizabeth loved, and that made him special. 

In fact, Philip and Andrew were so alike the 
family called them, “Identical twins separated in 
time”. He was for decades her favourite child, and 
that made his disgrace after being accused of 
sexual assault all the harder for her to bear. 

Friends and royal experts describe his downfall 
as the great tragedy of her life. 

Andrew was born on February 19, 1960, when 
the Queen’s other children Charles and Anne were 
11 and nine. 

Her Majesty, who was 33, wrote to a_ cousin: 
“The baby is adorable. Both the older children are 
completely riveted by him and all in all he’s 
going to be terribly spoilt by all of us, 
I’m sure.” 

The Queen was determined to spend 


more time with him than she had with 
Charles and Anne, and courtiers noticed 
she seemed far more relaxed and 
affectionate as a mother this time round. 

Soon, she would greet official visitors in 
her study while the toddler Prince played 
at their feet. 

She also gave new nanny June Waller « 
permission to take the youngster out on ’ 
incognito adventures.

June wrote to a friend in March 1963: 
“One day I took Andrew on a bus!! to 
Paddington Station to see the trains. He 
was thrilled to bits and couldn't see 
everything fast enough.” 

One year later the little boy had a new 
brother, with Edward’s arrival on March ‘i 
10, 1964. Philip was in the delivery room 
for the first time, after the Queen asked 
him to be there. Afterwards, she told a 
friend: “Goodness, what fun it is to have a 
baby in the house again!” 

Windsor Castle’s Great Corridor soon 
became a race track for the boys’ pedal 
cars and bikes, and the Queen’s doctor Sir 
Cecil Hogg recalled the constant sound of 
“rampaging” on his visits. 

From 1967, they gained another playmate 
when the Queen invited Philip’s mother, 
Princess Alice of Battenberg, to move in to 
Buckingham Palace. 

The chain-smoking 83-year-old would 
bowl balls down the hallway and the boys 
would whack them back using a_ hearth 
brush as a bat. 

Andrew was the leader in these exploits, 
ordering his younger brother about. 

He had an arrogant streak that reminded 
people of his father, and even the Queen 
admitted: “He is not always a little ray of 
sunshine.” 

Edward was far less brash, with Her 
Majesty describing him as, “The quietest of 
my children”. 

She taught him to read and write herself, 
setting up a blackboard in her study. 


OTH boys were sent to 
board at Gordonstoun in 
Scotland for secondary 
school - the place Charles 
described as, “Colditz with kilts”. 


Girls had been admitted as pupils the year 
before Andrew arrived, and Charles noted: “He’s 
enjoying himself immensely.” 

Edward, meanwhile, was remembered by fellow 
students because he “didn’t ram who he was down 
your throat” — unlike Andrew. 

The Queen was thrilled when Andrew joined 
the Royal Navy in 1979 to train as a helicopter 
pilot, as his father had done before him. 

When war broke out with Argentina over the 
invasion of the Falkland Islands in April 1982, 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher set about 
hustling Andrew into a desk job to keep him safe. 

He was, after all, second in line to the throne. 
But Andrew hit the roof, and the Queen stepped 
in. He once said: “There was no question in 
her mind, and it only took her two days to sort 
the issue.” 

Soon he was sailing away aboard the aircraft 
carrier HMS Invincible, which became a key 
target for Argentine bombs. /

Sophie in 1999 The resulting show, called Cricket, had its one- 
off performance at Windsor Castle with a cast 
including glam rocker Alvin Stardust and Chariots 
Of Fire star Ian Charleson, as well as Edward as 
a “gallant last batsman”. 

For theatre-mad Edward it was dizzying. 

In January 1987, four months after beginning his 
training with the Marines, he announced he was 
quitting the military. 

The Queen was “livid”, but Edward had fallen in 
love with showbiz and wanted to be a producer. 
By the middle of 1987, the Queen was supportive 
enough of his new career to go along with one of 
the worst ideas ever hatched: A TV spectacular 
known as It’s A Royal Knockout. 

One of the Queen’s friends later admitted: “It 
was a terrible mistake. She was against it. But she 
could not say no to Edward.” 

Filmed at Alton Towers, the BBC show featured 
Edward, Andrew, Anne and Andrew’s new wife 
Sarah Ferguson in Tudor costumes cheering on 
their teams of celebrities in slapstick games. 

Tom Jones pelted Toyah Willcox with fake hams; 
Pamela Stephenson tackled Cliff Richard while he 
was dressed as a giant leek; and Chris de 
Burgh climbed a damsel’s tower in 
sopping-wet satin tights. 

It was a PR disaster, and even on the 
day, only the Duchess of York seemed to 
enjoy herself. 

She had married Andrew the year 
before, and her jolliness was what the 
Queen liked best about her, especially 
after dealing with the highly strung 
Diana. 

A friend said years later: “She liked 
the way she used to sit with her legs 
apart, making jokes.” 
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i Andrew left the Navy 

and became a UK trade 


envoy. 

But he left the role in 2011 after it 
was revealed he had kept 
up his friendship with Jeffrey Epstein 
after the US financier’s conviction for 
child sex abuse. 

Over the next years, Andrew was 
himself accused of having sex with a 
17-year-old girl allegedly trafficked by 
Epstein, and in November 2019 he 
stepped down from royal duties. 

The move  followe a car-crash 
Newsnight interview, and _ courtiers 
blamed the Queen for not over-ruling 
his decision to go on TV. Once again 
she had not been able to say no to 
one of her sons. 

In 2022, as civil action over 
Andrew’s alleged sexual misconduct 
continued, his military titles and 
royal patronages were returned to 
the Queen and it was announced he 
would no longer be known as His 
Royal Highness. 

His disgrace was_ particularly 
painful because as the Duke of 
Edinburgh’s health failed, the son 
who was most like him had been 
lined up to take over as consort,

She even let Beatrice redecorate her beloved 
childhood Wendy house. 

But it was youngest son Edward who gave 
the Queen the most important gift of her last 
years: The friendship of Sophie, Countess of 
Wessex. He had married the PR boss in 1999. 
Kind, warm and relaxed, Sophie became one 
of Her Majesty’s closest confidantes. The Queen 
described her as: “The perfect royal.” 

Sophie even convinced Her Majesty to sit 
down with herself, Edward and children Louise 
and James to watch TV’s The Crown, although 
the Queen kept interrupting to complain about 
what the show got wrong. 

They became even closer after the Duke’s 
death, with the Countess noting: “I think it must 
be a fairly lonely place being the Queen.” 

As for Edward, with the Queen’s_ blessing, 
Prince Philip asked if he would take the title of 
Duke of Edinburgh after he and the Queen 
passed away. 

It was a title that Andrew had long been 
expected to take. And for the Queen, it was the 
greatest honour she could ever bestow. 
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LIZABETH and her sister 

Princess Margaret shared 

an unbreakable bond that 

lasted from childhood to the 
day of Margaret’s death - even if 
at times it was sorely tested. 


But in terms of their personalities, the 
sisters could not have been more different. 

Though possessed of a keen sense of humour 
and a dry wit, Elizabeth was always regarded as 
the more reserved and sensible of the two. 

She was uncomplicated, well-grounded and 
easier to get along with. 

At heart the Queen was a countrywoman who 
preferred conventional country pursuits, with the 
focus on horses and dogs. And she was at 
home with conventional friends drawn from the 
aristocratic families she had always known. 

Margaret, on the other hand, was volatile, apt 
to pull rank and conscious of her position. Her 
sister regarded her as “an enigma”. 

American writer Gore Vidal, who knew 
Margaret well, wrote that she was, “far too 
bright for her station in life, which she takes 
altogether too solemnly”. 

Margaret was witty, intelligent, generous and 
kind. And it was in the world of the arts — 
dance, theatre, film and design — where she was 
at home. Nightlife, too, was a magnet. 

From their earliest years, Elizabeth was 
Margaret’s big sister, not just in age but in 
attitude. She was always on the look-out in case 
her young sibling, four years her junior, said or 
did something that would land her in trouble. 


There were other hazards too — such as the 
time a buck-toothed clergyman visited their 
parents. 


Lilibet, as she was called, watched the man 
intently. Then when the visitor asked the five- 
year-old if he could meet her baby sister, she 
shook her head and gravely said: “No, your teeth 
might frighten her.” 

Later on, a more censorious Lilibet would tell 
the energetic little girl: “Don’t run, Margaret — 
and pull your socks up.” 

And she would cast disapproving glances 
when, for example, her sister jumped out of the 
shadows to startle a passing footman. 

At Windsor almost a lifetime later, after 
Margaret had scalded her feet in a bathroom 
accident, Elizabeth once again exerted big-sister 
authority when she insisted Margaret did not 
need to be pushed into a birthday dinner in a 
wheelchair. She was quite capable of walking, 
the Queen ruled. 

And walk she did, until it came to joining 
guests afterwards, when Margaret decided to 
disobey orders once more and mingled from 
the comfort of a wheelchair, pushed by a tall, 
impassive guardsman in discreet dark uniform. 

Childhood for Elizabeth and Margaret was 
much like that of other girls of their class and 
time, except that they were not like other girls. 

When their uncle, the King, decided to 
abdicate in 1936, ten-year-old Lilibet told her 
young sister: “Uncle David is going away and 
Papa is to be King.” 

Margaret responded: “Does that mean you're 
going to be Queen?” The reply: “Yes, one day.” 

But that day was far too distant to be 
considered and it was never referred to again. 

While the personal nature of the Princesses’ 
relationship had not, and would not, change, 
their official status had. 

Elizabeth was now heiress to her father’s 
throne. As such it was decided her education 
should be broadened to include instruction in 
constitutional history. 

Margaret, however, though she now stood third 
in line to the throne, was excluded. The Princess 
admitted to me: “It was a bone of contention.” 

With the start of World War Two soon 
afterwards, Elizabeth and Margaret were 
“evacuated” to the safety of Windsor Castle. 

It was there that they grew up and their lives 
began to gradually diverge. 

At 16, Elizabeth became Colonel of the 
Grenadier Guards. At 18 she was allowed to 
enlist with the Transport Division of the 
Auxiliary Territorial Service (ATS). 

Margaret looked at her sister with envy, saying 
that she was “frightfully annoyed” that she was 
not permitted to join up too. 

She later recalled: “I couldn’t understand 
why the armed services didn’t want the 
services of a girl of 12.” (She was 
actually 14 at the time.) 

After the war’s. end, 
the sisters’ paths only 
separated further. 
Elizabeth had fallen 
in love and at 21 
married Philip of 
Greece. One year later 
she became mother to 
her first son, Charles. 

Margaret jokingly 
referred to herself as 
“Charley’s Aunt” after a 
famous theatrical farce of 
the same name. 

If the future seemed set 
fair for Elizabeth as a 
wife, mother and working 
royal, Margaret, by now a 
glamorous star in her 
own right and the focus 
of international media 
interest, had 
embarked on her own 
royal career and 
colourful adult social 
life. But it was only 4 
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after Elizabeth’s accession to the throne in 1952 
that the first controversy between the sisters 
arose. 

Margaret had fallen in love with her late 
father’s equerry, Battle of Britain hero Group 
Captain Peter Townsend, and wanted to marry 
him. But the fact he was a divorcee threatened 
to cause a constitutional crisis. 

Contrary to what some might claim, there was 
no falling out between the sisters over the issue. 

The Queen, as sovereign, did nothing to 
prevent a civil marriage if that was what 
Margaret wanted, and _ simply stood back, 
allowing her sister to make up her own mind. 

Privately, she was mystified and soon rather 
bored by the whole situation, unable to 
understand why Margaret had fallen in love 
with a man who came with an ex-wife and 
two children. 

In the end, after a separation of two years, 
Margaret found she was no longer as much in 
love with Townsend as she had been. She 
decided against marriage. And what was called 
“the greatest romance since Romeo and Juliet” — 
it was in truth nothing of the kind — became 
just another chapter in the story of the Royal 
House of Windsor. 

Five years later in 1960, free of complications 
— except the disapproval of certain British 
and foreign royalty who considered she was 
marrying beneath herself — Margaret received 
her sister’s formal consent to marry Antony 
Armstrong-Jones. 

The consent was happily and genuinely given, 
although Elizabeth knew that Margaret was well 
and truly breaking the mould with the Welsh 
photographer, designer, bohemian and _ social 
gadfly. 

Margaret and Tony — whom Elizabeth created 
Earl of Snowdon — were head over heels in love, 
but their romantic idyll was soon shattered by 
the intrusion of reality. 


OYAL life did not suit 
Tony. Margaret became 
possessive. The writing 
was on the wall. 


Despite wanting them to stay together, and 
even counselling them to do so for appearance 
sake and in the vain hope that the pair might 
reconcile their differences, the Queen finally 
faced the fact that her sister’s marriage could 
not continue. 

She had in fact watched it disintegrate at first 
hand. 

In 1976, after having two children, Margaret 
and Tony formally separated. And two years 
later, although Margaret had never wanted a 
divorce, what had been an abusive, mutually 
destructive marriage was dissolved in a 113- 
second hearing in the London Divorce Court. 

Royal marriages, it was clear, are not always 
the stuff of fairy tales 

Tellingly perhaps, Tony 
Elizabeth’s favour. 

In the final throes of the marriage, both 
Margaret and her dashing husband had become 
involved with new partners. 

Tony fell for the woman who would become 
his second wife, and Margaret for Roddy 
Llewellyn, an aristocrat and garden designer 
17 years her junior. 

At the time, unsurprisingly, the Queen strongly 
disapproved of her sister’s relationship with 
Llewellyn, not only for the damage it was 
causing to Margaret’s reputation but to that of 
the monarchy itself, which Elizabeth personified. 

In exasperation and despair when the romance 
was made public in 1976, the Queen asked then- 
Prime Minister James Callaghan: “What are we 
going to do about my sister’s guttersnipe life?” 

But as with both the Townsend and Snowdon 
“scandals”, the sisters’ bond survived. 

For Elizabeth, her relationships with her 
ageing mother and her only sibling were 

paramount.

She spoke to them both every 
day, and her greatest dread was 
losing them. 

She could never have 

guessed both would die within 
seven weeks of one another, at 
the start of 2002. 
First Margaret in February 
at the age of 71, followed by 
the Queen Mother at the end 
of March aged 101. 

On the day before her 
mother’s funeral, the Queen 
made a live broadcast from 
Windsor, calmly thanking the 
nation for the tributes and 
messages of sympathy and 
support she had received. 

But while she spoke of her 

mother’s long life, there was 
no mention of Margaret.
